The biggest splash in the 


whole a/fair came in Bombay 
where one of India's 
better 


known yogis, L. S. Rao, adver- 
tised he would walk on water 
before a select crowd that had 
paid to see the miracle. Rao 
sank like a rock in his specially 
made tank and surfaced sput- 
tering, water dripping from his 
tangled beard and uncut locks. 


Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 


was asked at a news conference 
the next day jf she believed in 
water-walking 
sadhus. 
She 


shook her head no. Exponents of 
yoga — the art of the yogis -• 
were outraged. 


"This has thrown a challenge 


on the yogis," one expert said. 
"For the good name of yoga we 
hope some yogi will believe our 
prime minister." 


Newspapers challenged Rao 


to make good his boast or deliv- 
er 
a public apology. Even 


among his own colleagues, Rao 
has come in for criticism. 


"The fault lay not with the 


system but with Rao," said M. 
S.. Golwalkar, a Hindu politi- 
cian. "Rao was in a hurry. He 
attempted it b e fore 
he was 


ready for it. The net result was] 
a bad name for hatha yoga." 


Roughly 
translated, 
hatha 


yoga means m a n who h a s 
united the "moon breath and 
sim breath." It requires renun- 
ciation of worldly affairs, long 
penance and strict control of 
body and mind through breath- 
regulation exercises. 


Before taking his plunge, Rao 


exhibited other specialties of his 
group: A walk through a hot 
litp from which he emerged un- 
scathed, a lunch of broken 
glass, followed 
by what he 


claimed was a chaser of nitric 
acid and potassium cyanide. 


jhe common explanation for 


a yogi's ability to swallow glass 
is that muscle control enables 
him to regurgitate it. The usual 
answer for the potassium cyan- 
ide act is that, as any visitor to 
a county fair knows, the hand is 
quicker than the eye — and the 
poison never enters the yogi's 
niouth.

years in India, few people, in- 
clyding 
skeptical 
foreigners, 


lajjgh too loudly at the yogis or 
tfeir claims 


fjp^r? are too many docu- 
iDpiM cases of yogis doing 
fantastic feats.

Handle Tomatoes Carefully Shirtwaist Dresses Flattering to Most Figures

$—Please tell me how to select tomatoes in the market. 


I don't seem to have much luck. 


\—Handle tomatoes carefully because they bruise easily. 


Fully ripe tomatoes, being extremely delicate, are often picked 
before reaching maturity and then allowed to ripen enroute 
to market. If they aren't fully ripe when you buy them, place 
them in a dry place, away from light, never on the window- 
sill because the sun will ripen them unevenly. Refrigerate 
fully ripe tomatoes to prevent overripening. 


When selecting at the market, look for those tomatoes that 
r« well-formed and plump, of uniform fed color, free from 
msrks and not overripe or soft. Avoid tomatoes that are 
puffy, a sign of poor flavor. .Scarred, rough tomatoes, or those 
with slight deformities, or with well-healed growth cracks, 
msy be objectionable only in appearance. Otherwise they 
mjy be all right. Such slight irregularities will not detract 
when you serve tomatoes sliced, cut into pieces or salads, 
or used in soups, stews and casseroles.
